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HE Senate has approved a House- 
passed liberalized version of the 
niformed Services Contingency Option 
Act—appropriately renamed the “Re- 
ired Serviceman’s Family Protection 
Act.”

General Adams 
is junior in date 
of rank to Lt.

ENERAL Bernard A, Schriever, head 
G of the Air Force Systems Command, 
has declared that “the survival of our 
Nation—indeed, the survival of freedom 
everywhere—may well depend on what 
we can achieve in space. 

“I am certain that in the future, just 
as in the past, the Air Force will be 
called on to play an integral part in the 
national space effort.” he said in a 
statement prepared for delivery 22 Sep- 
tember to the Air Force Association 

ere. 
 ponetal Schriever said the Air Force 
has facilities, hardware, and experience, 
and added that “as military men, we 
have the responsibility to insure that 
space is not dominated by any country 
whose intentions may be hostile toward 
the United States.” 

The AFSC Chief told the AFA that the 
manned vehicle will be essential to meet 
the threat of the future. 

“Among the projected manned craft of 
the future,” he said, “we envision the 
all-jet transport, the STOL fighter, the 
supersonic bomber, and the true aero- 
space craft that will be capable of 
flight both within the atmosphere and 
out in space. Two of our present pro- 
grams that show great promise for the 
future,” said General Schriever, “are 


Navy Acts On Report 
Of MSTS Laxities 


The Navy said this week it has taken 
steps to correct irregularities charged 
to civilian personnel of the Military 
Sea Transportation Service at Brooklyn, 
N. Y., by the Permanent Subcommittee 
on Investigations of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Government Operations, 

The Senate report declared that “From 
the evidence heard by this subcommittee 
concerning excessive gifts, free services, 
and unexplained affluence by govern- 
ment employees, it is apparent that 
there was a relaxation of moral values 
in arranging for the repair of Govern- 
ment vessels by the Military Sea Trans- 
portation Service in Brooklyn, N. Y.” 

The report added that “It should not 
be necessary for Navy officials to 
monitor the activities of their civilian 
subordinates. However, the Navy officials 
have a clear obligation to be aware of 
the existence of such practices and to 
halt them. The lack of concern, the lack 
even of knowledge of this atmosphere 
is a matter of grave disturbance to this 
subcommittee.” 

The Navy statement said that it “has 
taken and is continuing to take action 
in several areas to correct this situa- 
tion.”

he explained, “is the flexibility it offers. 
It is conceived as a strategic bomber, 
but because of its great weapon-carrying 
capability and its ability to reach any 
part of the earth in a matter of hours, 
it can have an application to all levels 
of conflict, Furthermore, in the cold 
war period it can be used ‘to carry the 
flag’—tthat is, to provide_ tangible 
evidence of United States aerospace 
power.”

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General Schriever said the B-70 “would 
be under positive command control and 


recallable, B-70’s could be sent aloft 
upon any indication of enemy attack. 
But unlike missiles, they can be re- 


called before they have reached their 
targets. This advantage gives us longer 
decision time than would be possible 
with ground launched ICBM’s. B-70’s 
could also attack imprecisely located 
targets and mobile targets. Also, its 
capability to report back reconnaissance 
information could be decisive to the war.

In other words, the 
Dyna Soar will provide a basis for 
routine entry into space and return to 
earth, much as we operate airplanes 
today within the atmosphere. And the 
Dyna Soar vehicle, like the airplane, 
will be reusable after normal servicing.”

NEWPORT BEACH, CALIFORNIA 
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VADM. H. G. RICKOVER, the Navy says, will 
be required to take an annual physical examina- 
tion, and could be retired for physical disability, 
the same as any other officer. President Kennedy 
has stated that Admiral Rickover would be con- 
tinued on active duty until ‘62 beyond his nor- 
mally scheduled retirement date. However, this 
was before the naval nuclear pioneer was 
stricken this summer with a heart ailment, from 
which he has recovered and returned to full ac- 
tive duty. 


LYLE S. GARLOCK, Assistant AF Secretary 
(Financial Management), who has been filling a 
series of top echelon fiscal assignments at the 
Pentagon since ‘48, will resign shortly. Deputy 
DoD Comptroller, before appointment to the top 
AF money job in ‘54, Mr. Garlock served on ac- 
tive duty in WWII with the Navy. He will be 55 
in December. Health factors figure in the forth- 
coming resignation, but Assistant Secretary Gar- 
lock also has been in sharp disagreement with a 
number of current DoD fiscal policies, including 
an increasing trend to bypass the Services in 
major decisions. 


NATIONAL GUARD LEADERS already are 
letting Pentagon officials know that there will be 
protests if the integrity of units and their desig- 
nations are destroyed while Guard outfits are in 
Federal Service. That’s a problem which will be 
discussed at the 83d General National Conference 
of the National Guard Association in Las Vegas 
next month. Another priority topic will be what 
to do about remaining Guard strength in those 
States, such as Texas and Wisconsin, which will 
send thousands of Guardsmen to active duty in 
October. 


SHARP INCREASES IN AIR GUARD readi- - 


ness have been praised by Lt. Gen. Joe W. Kelly, 
MATS Commander, at the AFA convention. He 
said 6 ANG transport squadrons—set for active 
duty in October—were originally scheduled to 
be “50% operationally ready before the end of 
the year.” In place of the extra year originally 
allowed to bring these squadrons from the 50% 
to the fully-ready point, General Kelly said, “we 
anticipate that full-time concentrated training 
will have them operationally ready within about 
3 months.” 


GENERAL LAURIS NORSTAD has protested 
to Secretary of Defense McNamara the tenor 
of remarks attributed in the press to Assistant 
Secretary of Defense Arthur Sylvester regarding 
the use of 150 soldiers in Europe in shooting 
the film, “The Longest Day.” Mr. Slyvester was 
quoted in press dispatches as stating that Gen- 
eral Norstad as CINCEUR, last year recom- 
mended to DoD that support be given to the 
commercial film venture, as has been done for 
scores of movies in the past. 


MR. SYLVESTER COMMENTED that the 
Pentagon concurred in General Norstad’s rec- 
ommendation for “military cooperation with 
General Norstad’s friend, Darryl Zanuck.” It’s 
hardly surprising that General Norstad would 
question the gratuitous reference to his friend- 
ship with Mr. Zanuck. 


MATS COMMANDER Lt. Gen. Joe W. Kelly, 
in his report to the AFA convention (see Page 
12), said that during 14 months operation of the 
U.N. Congo Airlift, U.S. planes had flown 77 
million ton miles to carry 26,000 troops and 
20 million pounds of cargo. “Interestingly 


enough,” said General Kelly, “the average round 
trip distance from Chateauroux, France, to Leo- 
poldville in the Congo is equivalent to 44 flights 
through the corridor from Free Germany to 
Berlin.” 
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A NEW ERA OF INTER-SERVICE COOP- 
ERATION appears ahead for the JCS. There 
are reports at the Pentagon that the Chiefs— 
spurred by CNO George W Anderson—are striv- 
ing to close ranks whenever possible in making 
recommendations to Secretary McNamara and 
President Kennedy. The Chiefs want to avoid 
“split papers” in order to present a single pro- 
fessional military viewpoint to the Administra- 
tion. 


SUCH JCS HARMONY would place Secretary 
McNamara in the position either of accepting 
unanimous advice on a specific problem, or of 
taking full personal responsibility for a different 
action. In the past, there have been numerous 
occasions when the Chiefs were divided. This 
ment a civilian decision was necesary to resolve 
inter-Service difficulties. It is noteworthy that 
Admiral Anderson, who is said to be the spark- 
plug of the new unanimity drive, is the heir ap- 
parent to JCS Chairman Lemnitzer, if the ro- 
tation pattern is followed. 


IT APPEARS LIKELY that the Pentagon will 
recommend to the President that at least part, 
if not all, of the $520 million extra voted by Con- 
gress for B-52 production and the $180 million in 
excess of the Chief Executive’s request for the 
B-70 should be spent. Secretary McNamara has 
said previously that he did not believe these ex- 
tra expenditures were necessary, but at his news 
conference this week he said the actions “are 
under study” and then added: “I say that because 
the Congress voted overwhelmingly in favor of 
these actions, and I think it’s therefore incum- 
bent upon us to review the facts again.” 


ON THE B-70 FRONT, it’s noteworthy how 
prominently the requirement for such an aircraft 
figured in the presentations made this week at the 
Air Force Association convention in Philadelphia. 
Air Force leaders, such as General Curtis E. Le- 
May, CofS, and General B. A. Schriever, of the 
AFSC, emphasized the need for a supersonic 
bomber. They explained the advantages of such 
a weapon system in a mixed force of bombers and 
missiles. 


THE PENTAGON’S MANPOWER BOSS, As- 
sistant Secretary of Defense Carlisle P. Runge, 
was commander of the 32d Infantry Division 
Trains, Wisconsin National Guard which goes on 
active duty next month. Following his Pentagon 
appointment, he was transferred 23 February to 
be Special Assistant to the State Adjutant Gen- 
eral. 


LT. GEN. PAUL DeW. ADAMS, who will head 
the new unified STRAC-TAC Command, was pro- 
moted from captain to colonel at age 36 in a 
WWII period from 31 January ’41 to 9 December 
*42. He was made a B/G in March 45, but re- 
verted to colonel the next year, winning his star 
for the second time in ’51. 


JCS CHAIRMAN General L. L. Lemnitzer has 
a new Army member of his Staff Group. He is 
Col. William J. McCaffrey, USMA ‘39, who will 
be 47 on 9 October. Formerly Commandant of 
Cadets at the Citadel in Charleston, Colonel 
McCaffrey replaces Brig. Gen. Edward L. 
Rowney, 44, the only member of the USMA ‘41 
class to make general so far. Newly assigned as 
Assistant Commander of the 82d Airborne Divi- 
sion, Ft. Bragg, N. C., General Rowney held a 
degree from John Hopkins before entering West 
Point and later won (in the same year, “49) an 
M. S. in engineering and an M. A. in international 
relations at Yale. 


SECRETARY McNAMARA has asked President 
Kennedy to approve 40,000 civilian spaces for the 
Armed Forces by 31 December. The Army would 
receive about 20,000, Navy, 15,000; and Air Force 
5,000. These figures, which include 10,000 spaces 
authorized in August, would raise the direct 
hire strength limit of the Armed Forces from 
1,040,000 to 1,080,000. 


MAJ. GEN. JAMES C. FRY, USA-Ret., who has 
been Executive Director of the First Manassas 
Corporation which was responsible for staging 
the reenactment of the First Battle of Manassas 
(Bull Run), has been named P. R. Vice-Presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of Arlington. Col. 
William G. Caldwell, USA-Ret., has been named 
Dean of Men at the University of Orlando, Fla., 
where he has been a member of the Mathematics 
Department since last year. Col. Charles W. 
Gibbs former Signal Officer for the U. N. Com- 
mand, U. S. Forces Korea and Eighth Army, has 
been named a Field Service Engineer in the 
Philco Tech Rep Division. He resides at 15 Le- 
land Terrace, New Shrewsbury, N. J. (Other Re- 
tired Activities, Page 27).

Scheduled promotions could suffer drastic re- 
visions if action is not taken to reflect the 
entrance on active duty of large numbers of Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve officers in field grades. 


THE AIR FORCE PLANS TO RECALL 
voluntarily more than 1550 Reserve officers to 
active duty in fiscal ’62. Priority will be given 
to young lieutenants and captains who are 
college graduates and who are willing to return 
to duty in nonflying specialties. A small number 
of majors also may be recalled.

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Victory Is The Watchword At AFA Convention 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa. 

Close by Independence Hall, the Air Force Association this week held 
a power-packed 15th Annual Convention and Aerospace Panorama at a 
time of world crisis. The thousands of participants heard top-echelon 
briefings. Outstanding airmen from global commands were honored. 
Members of the Reserve Forces were brought up to date on the new 
challenges that must be met. The Defense-Industry Team was strength- 
ened through participation of hundreds of representatives from large 
and small manufacturers. Old friendships were renewed. It was, indeed, 
a brilliant meeting. 

But what counted most at the 1961 AFA Convention was the hard- 
hitting address (see Pages 1, 28) by General Curtis E. LeMay. The 
Air Force Chief of Staff took the occasion of his Free World presentation 
to the AFA Luncheon on 21 September to declare anew that a credible 
deterrent against the menace of Communism requires a “war-waging 
and war-winning capability.”” General LeMay makes the crucial point 
that any actions which undermine the deterrent credibility of our mili- 
tary forces, whether within or without, damage national security. 

On the one hand, General LeMay appeals to the Air Force to 
eliminate inter-command friction and jealousy. He wants “aerospace 
unity’ within his own Service, and those who know General LeMay can 
anticipate that he will take effective actions to see that this objective 
is attained. Outside the Air Force, General LeMay appeals urgently 
for the support that is necessary to forge aerospace power that will be 
able to deter the Communists from attack, or, if they should launch 
aggression, to crush their military resources. 

To some people, in and out of Government, General LeMay’s words 
may seem harsh. To all others, notably to those who reflect upon the 
ominous Soviet nuclear tests, who are concerned about Soviet bel- 
ligerency in Berlin and at the United Nations, and who are mindful 
of Soviet space conquests and threats, General LeMay has spoken a 
message that needs constantly to be restated: the U. S. Fighting Forces 
must be provided with the means, in people and equipment, to maintain 
peace, if that is possible, and to achieve victory in war, if that becomes 


necessary. 


Will DoD Back Services In Tax Equality? 

If Service personnel are to be accorded equal consideration with 
civilians in the matter of income tax deductions, the wholehearted back- 
ing of the Department of Defense will be necessary. 

Col. William D. Preston, USAF, MC, whose claims for deductions, 
including entertainment of a foreign visitor, were disallowed by the 
tax court (see THE JOURNAL 9 September) is retiring and probably will 
not press an appeal. To convince the Internal Revenue authorities, or to 
secure corrective legislation, will therefore devolve upon the Depart- 
ment if action is to result. 

In this connection, THE JouRNAL is in receipt of a most thoughtful 
letter from Cdr. James F. Hill, USN, which appears elsewhere on this 
page. Commander Hill lays particular stress upon the costs of entertaining 
commanding officers and members of one’s command. He very properly 
says these are matters of honor and privilege, the expense of which service 
officers should be happy to bear. We agree with him and we believe that 
the majority of service officers agree with him. Yet we do not feel that 
this leads to the conclusion that these expenses, and particularly those 
of entertaining foreign visitors, should be entirely barred from tax de- 
duction privileges. 

Virtually every manual, official and unofficial, setting forth the duties 
and obligations of an officer, tells in detail of the necessity of meeting 
requirements in the matter of official and unofficial entertaining. As Com- 
mander Hill points out, officers want to meet these obligations. Neverthe- 
less, they are requirements of the profession and snouid be recognized 
tax-wise, just as they are in the case of civilians. 











Readers’ Views 


AN EXPERT’S VIEW ON AF PROMOTIONS 


(THE JOURNAL has received the following communication from Col. W. W. 
Berg, USAF, now a student at the Industrial College of the Armed Forces, 
Ft. McNair, Washington, D. C. Formerly on duty in the Office of the Deputy 
CofS, Personnel, Colonel Berg is widely recognized at the Pentagon and on 
Capitol Hill as a top authority on officer promotion policies and procedures, 

We are pleased to publish his comments concerning a recent report on 
AF selection action.) 

1. I refer to your issue of 2 September 1961, and in particular to the 
article concerning the Senate Armed Services Committee hearings on H. R. 
7809 (Temporary Increase of 4,800 lieutenant colonels). I would like to offer 
some additional information regarding the opportunity of selection to the 
grades of major and lieutenant colonel in the Air Force, First, however, I 
would like to commend you for your detailed and factual reporting in the past. 


2. In the interest of either setting the record straight or for public con- 
sumption as you may desire, I would like to make one point concerning that 
part of the article on page 19, which stated that 85% of the total group (to 
major) won promotion on either their first or second try. You further stated 
that 1,471 out of 1,734 majors (barely less than 85%) were selected to 
lieutenant colonel. 

3. As we see it there is only one method whereby attrition can be figured 
under the “up or out” system; that is to relate the total number of officers 
promoted from a given year group to the total number in that group when 
first considered. Computing the attrition rate becomes involved because the 
attrition rate is effected by the number of officers who were deferred the 
first time they were considered, but were not in the active duty inventory 
at the time the second board was scheduled to consider them. Normal 
attrition (resignations, retirements, disability, etc.) will generally reduce 
the number of first deferred officers prior to their second consideration. For 
example, 104 majors who had been first deferred in FY ’60 were not on 
active duty at the time the FY 1961 board convened. These 104 majors, plus 
the 263 who were still on active duty and twice-deferred, total 367 officers 
which represent 21% of the 1,734 majors considered for promotion for the 
first time in FY ’60 who were not promoted. Stated in another way, of the 
1,734 eligible officers in FY ’60, 1,367 or 79% were selected for promotion 
(attrition rate 21%). 

4, Likewise, to the grade of major, of the 1,589 captains who were de- 
ferred for the first time in FY ’60, 237 were not on active duty at the time 
the FY ’61 board was convened. The 237 captains who were first deferred, 
but not considered by the second board, pls the 764 captains who were 
twice-deferred by the FY ’61 board, or 1,001 represent 19% of the 5,201 
captains considered for promotion for the first time in FY ’60. Of the 5,201 
eligible officers in FY ’60, 4,200 or 81% were selected for promotion. (attrition 
rate 19%) 

5. This information was prepared for the Senate hearings on H. R. 7809, 
but was not utilized. I would again like to express my high regard for your 
detailed and factual reporting, and your fine support of the military services. 


Eschews Tax Deduction 


@ I would like to raise a small voice 
of disagreement with Colonel Preston’s 
tax deduction claim, and your sup- 
porting editorial, contained in the 
September 9th issue of your influential 
publication. Ordinarily, the tax claim 
story might be viewed as a remote, 
humorous incident, but the editorial 
supporting such a position must be 
viewed in a serious vein, since many 
of us look to THE JOURNAL to speak 
for the good of the officer corps. 

Commanding officers have always 
entertained the officers of their com- 
mand and their ladies and most con- 
sider it one of the honors and privi- 
leges associated with command. They 
entertain because they want to. It 
helps morale and promotes unit spirit. 
In return, commanding officers are 
usually entertained by their officers 
individually. Expense-wise, I should 
judge that this reciprocal entertaining 
evens out over the period of a tour of 
duty. 

Customarily, but not by regulation, 
the incoming commanding officer is 
given a welcome aboard party to so- 
cially acquaint the new skipper with 
his new command's officers and their 
ladies. But these costs even out, too. 
I’m sure the Colonel was entertained 
when he arrived to assume his present 
command. 

Entertaining foreign dignitaries is, 
of course, desirable and quite often 
necessary. But officers who are ex- 
pected to frequently entertain officially 
are usually given an allowance to off- 
set the added expense. The allowance 
may not always be sufficient, but that’s 
not the issue here. It would seem that 
a commanding officer would be proud 
of the rare honor associated with hav- 
ing his command selected for a visit by 
a foreign dignitary. However, for a 
moment let’s reverse the entertainment 
expense coin. Would you and Colonel 
Preston prefer that we keep books on 


the entertaining given us solely on 
the basis of our position or our wuni- 
form, and report this as additional 
income on our income tax return? 

The military profession is al] too 
often equated with civilian counter- 
parts when money, prestige and kudos 
are on the line. But we are not civil- 
ians. We are not in business. We do 
not have customers. We are a brother- 
hood of men whose areas of responsi- 
bility are far removed from our civilian 
contemporaries. 

The otherwise friendly atmosphere 
of cordial entertaining is too often 
fouled by the cankerous air of “it's 
deductible” or “it’s on the expense 
account.” Social life in the military 
has endured, and indeed flourished, 
in a setting of simple respectability. 
Military officers as a group will reject 
any move to place military entertain- 
ing in the category of a commercial 
venture. 

For the long term good of the officer 
corps, I suggest that the editors re- 
tract their editorial of September 9, 
1961.

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Both Houses Approve New Service Family Protection Plan

scribing the proposed revision of the 
Act: 


“New rules for entering the sys- 
tem—modification of 18-year 
cutoff rule so as to permit an 
election if made at least 3 years 
prior to retirement 
“Under existing law a person in order 

to participate in the contingency option 

system must make an election prior to 
the time he has completed 18 years for 
pay purposes. 

“The bill, in section 2(b), modifies this 
revision by providing that a person, in 
effect, may elect at any time before he 
is retired or granted retired pay, provid- 
ing the election is made at least 3 years 
before he is retired or granted retired 
pay. However, in the case of a person 
who makes an election prior to complet- 
ing 18 years for pay purposes, the re- 
quired 3-year waiting period would not 
apply. 

“The Board of Actuaries has recom- 
mended that the contingency option 
system be liberalized in this respect. 
The system will continue to be a sound 
actuarial system with this change. This 
change would apply only to those not 
eligible for retired pay on the effective 
date of the bill. 

“It is significant that the proposed 3- 
year rule does not apply to those already 
retired, Under the 1953 legislation the 
rates of reduced retired pay at the time 
of retirement remain the same through- 
out the retired member’s life. It was 
essential that the rates be fixed in order 
that the member would not be con- 
fronted with changing rates. In order 
for the rates to remain fixed for the 
entire group concerned, it is necessary 
as a matter of principle that there be 
few, if any, changes in the numbers of 
people who may either enter or with- 
draw from the system while on the re- 
tired list. Otherwise the actuarial sound- 
ness for the group concerned might be 
involved. 

“In this connection it is important to 
note that the Board of Actuaries now 
has in effect six different tables of re- 
duction for the existing retired list to- 
day, depending principally on the time 
they were placed on the retired list. 
Included among these tables are different 
schedules for those retired for physical 
disability. 


“Shortening of waiting period for 

changes or revocations from 

5 to 3 years 

“Under existing law, after an election 
has been made, withdrawal or modifica- 
tion of an election is ineffective unless 
5 years elapse between the effective date 
of the change or revocation and the date 
of retirement with pay. The bill revises 
the present rule by reducing the period 
for such changes or modification to 3 
years. The Board of Actuaries has also 
approved this liberalization. The reasons 
for not applying this change for those 
on the retired list are the same as those 
discussed above with respect or original 
entry in the system. 


“Withdrawal from the contingency 
option system for severe finan- 
cial hardship by retired mem- 
bers 
“The bill, in section 4, provides that 

the Secretaries in their judgment may 

permit a retired member to withdraw 
from the contingency option program 
where his continued participation would 

‘violate equity and good conscience.’ The 

bill further rovides that there will be no 

refunds to the member in the event of 
withdrawal. 

“The departmental report states that 
the proposal would permit such needed 
relief for the relatively few members, 
“generally enlisted personnel who are 
retired with a comparatively small re- 
duced retired pay and with a physical 
disability.” 

“Because of the restrictive language 








of this new section, it would be intended 
that this authority would be used only 
in rare cases. The new language would 
also permit the Secretary to administer 
this section without the necessity under 
present procedure of action by the 
statutory Boards for the Correction of 
Military Records. It would be presumed 
that with this new authority vested in 
the Secretary the correction boards 
would no longer act on applications for 
withdrawals from the system based on 
severe financial hardship. 


“New reporting requirements 

“The bill, in section 5, requires that 
the annual Presidential report to the 
Congress on the Contingency Option 
Act contain a detailed account, including 
an actuarial analysis of the cases in 
which relief is granted under the new 
provision relating to withdrawal for 
financial hardship, and also to any other 
relief granted by the statutory boards 
for the correction of records. 

“In effect this provision is intended to 
require that the Secretaries concerned 
make available to the Board of Actuaries 
any requested in formation they may re- 
quire in connection with this reporting 
requirement, 

“This section contains further lan- 
guage which would exclude from the 
reporting requirement actions taken by 
the Secretary in the newly proposed 
language contained in section 6 of the 
bill which would authorize the Secre- 
tary to make elections, changes, or re- 
vocations for the purpose of correcting 
an administrative error, 

“The Board of Actuaries in its report 
proposes in effect that such changes also 
be reported to them and that the re- 
stricting language be deleted, 


“New provision for those who 
elect with less than 18 years of 
service 


(a) Elimination of dual benefits.— 
Section 6 of the bill provides that if a 
member has made an election and is 
retired for physical disability before 
completing 18 years of service for pay 
purposes, and thereafter dies, his bene- 
ficiaries will not be eligible for con- 
tingency option benefits if they are 
otherwise eligible for payments under 
the survivor benefit provisions ad- 
ministered by the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion. Under existing law such bene- 
ficiaries are eligible to receive both con- 
tingency option and survivor benefit 
payments. 

“(b) Reason for elimination. — This 
provision relates to the so-called deathbed 
elections. All persons who are retired 
with less than 18 years of service involve 
disability cases. In many instances the 
persons die within a very short time 
following their retirement. The existing 
provisions of the contingency option plan 
permit such persons to make an election 
immediately prior to their disability re- 
tirement, Upon the retired member’s 
death, beneficiaries are eligible for both 
contingency option benefits and survivor 
benefits. This latter benefit results from 
the fact that his death resulted from 
service-connected disability. According to 
the last report of the Board of Actuaries, 
during calendar years 1957, 1958, and 
1959, 872 members, with less than 18 
years of service for pay purposes, have 
elected to be covered under the Con- 
tingency Option Act provisions. Of this 
number 240 died in the year of retire- 
ment. This number is approximately 70 
times the number of expected deaths for 
physically disabled cases. 

“Many of these were literally death- 
bed cases, where the deaths resulted 
within a day or two following retirement. 
In the absence of the contingency option 
provision many of these persons proba- 
bly would not have been formally re- 
tired, but would have died while on active 
duty, It was only the availability of the 
contingency option benefits which caused 
a retirement under such circumstances. 

“(c) Action by Board of Actuaries.— 
For several years the Board of Actuaries 
has indicated the need for a change in 
this aspect of the contingency option 





program, On its own initiative the Board 
of Actuaries established in January 1961 
new and higher rates for the group there- 
after retiring with less than 18 years of 
service for pay purposes. The Board has 
further indicated, however, that this 
situation requires more than a change in 
the rates of reductions for this group. 
Due to the disproportionate death rate 
for this particular group, the benefits paid 
out as a whole so greatly exceed the de- 
ductions that no plan for this particular 
group could be actuarially sound. As a 
result the entire retired group partici- 
pated in the plan, most of whom have 
completed at least 20 years of service 
must pay for the excess cost for this 
group. Continuation of this practice over 





benefits minimizes the need for coverage 
for this group under the Contingency 
Option Act. 

“At the same time a member in this 
category is permitted to make an election 
and he would be covered in the event 
he died from some cause other than his 
service-connected disability. It is under- 
stoog that the Board of Actuaries plans 
to establish a separate table for this 
group upon the enactment of this provi- 
sion. 

“(e) Comparison of benefits.—Under 
the contingency option program, com- 
parison of benefits for persons with less 
than 17 years of service with service- 
connected dependency and indemnity 
compensation (VA).

the long term might well result in such 
high rates for the other group as to 
render the program unattractive and 
therefore defeat its purpose. 

“The Board of Actuaries, in its latest 
report of November 1960, recommended 
that this group be eliminated entirely 
from the contingency option program and 
that a provision be passed requiring com- 
letion of 20 years of service for pay pur- 
poses in order for an election to be 
effective. 

“(d) Effect of new rule.—The bill on 
the other hand, while not eliminating 
this group from the program, does pro- 
vide that if one has made an election and 
retires for physical disability before he 
completes 18 years of service, his bene- 
ficiaries will not be eligible for con- 
fingency option benefits if they are 
eligible for survivor benefits admin- 
istered by the Veteran’s Adminis- 
tration. Beneficiaries are eligible for 
benefits under the survivor benefits if 
the military member dies on active duty, 
or dies from a service-connected dis- 
ability, 

“The payments under this program are 
based on $112 a month, plus 12 percent 
of the basic pay of the member, These 
amounts range from $122 a month to $337 
a month. The survivor benefits legisla- 
tion which became effective on January 
1, 1957, greatly exceed the benefits of the 
survivor benefits program for career 
personnel prior to that time. In addition, 
the same act provides that effective

Air Force preparations for sending men into space on military missions. 

He said the Air Force, “foreseeing the need for qualified space research pilots,” 
has enlarged the scope of the Test Flight School at Edwards AFB, Calif., and has 
designated it the U.S. Air Force Aerospace Research Pilot School. 

The first advanced course is underway there now, with students required to 
complete an academic program in advanced space technology, as well as meeting 
the most thorough physiological and psychological screening. 

General Timberlake disclosed that a second class will be started soon, with an 
increased number of pilots. “The objective of this training,” he said, “is to give 
us a pool of pilots who are fully capable of acquiring and reporting space test 
flight data. This is getting the brain right to the point of observation.” 

The Air Force Personnel Chief said that “these men will be in addition to 
the pool who have already been screened and oriented specifically toward the 
Dyna Soar program.” 

In looking toward space flight, General Timberlake said “it seems clear to 
me that we are going to have to go through the same sort of evolution in space 
craft that we went through with the aircraft. First we had an airplane, a machine 





(General Timberlake made these cogent comments concerning the defini- 
tion of space during his AFA address). 


ODAY when we talk about going into space we are being careless with 

our definitions. Space means many different things to different people, 
and the range of their definitions shows quite clearly that air and space 
are truly indivisible. Let’s think about some of the possible definitions of 
space. 

The pioneering balloonists, rising to heights where there was too little 
oxygen to support life, considered themselves on the fringes of space for 
physiological reasons. 

The flight surgeon of the aerospace age on the other hand,might set 
the edge of space at the altitude where diminished pressure causes the 
blood to boil. 

Propulsion Engineers might place the mark at the altitude where air 
no longer supports combustion. 

An aerodynamic engineer would consider himself in space when he 
couldn’t find enough air to provide lift for his airframe. 

The meteorologist would be in space when he was unable to find water 
vapor to mix with his winds, and where temperatures and pressures never 
change. 

The physicist might set his space bench mark at the perimeter of the 
earth’s gravitational field. And as far as astronomers are concerned, the 
whole flimsy layer of our atmosphere is an impediment to their celestial 
observations. 

All these definitons are valid, and by some of them, we have been 
operating in a space-equivalent environment for some years. 

As we approach space in 1961, our position compares with the time of 
the Wright brothers’ work with kites and gliders at Kitty Hawk, Powered 
flight still lies ahead. True, we have seen men—Russians—in orbital flight 
around the world, but controllable, maneuverable space flight is still in the 
future. 











that would fly under its own power. Then we began to improve it, getting stronger 
structures, and reaching higher altitudes, faster speeds, and longer ranges. When 
we began to understand the machine itself, we were able to calculate its possible 
functions, 

“From a machine that would fly,” General Timberlake continued, “we could 
develop the specialized fighters, interceptors, bombers, and transports we have now. 

“When we achieve the basic space technology, and men have learned to handle 
themselves and their machines in space, we can adapt this wealth of new knowledge 
to specific military missions in space. We can foresee the nature of some future 
space operations, though we cannot forecast just how they will be carried out. 
We have precedent here in that strategic bombing was developed long before 
the strategic bomber was actually built. 

But the ultimate in space operations demands that we have the ability to 
discriminate—to judge—and to employ these vehicles to the best interest of the 
nation. As of this date, few machines have these capabilities.”

gives the impression of inflexibility and 
nothing could be further from the truth. 

“Aerospace power offers the ultimate 
in flexibility,” General LeMay declared. 

He said that if the Air Force in “our 
natural enthusiasm” has “contributed to 
a cloudy picture, it is time we take some 
swift and positive action to correct this 
impression.” 

Looking to the furture, the CofS said: 
“Our problem, as we reach higher and 
farther, is to maintain our unity of mis- 
sion and unity as an organization as we 
approach operational tasks in space, We 
must keep firmly in mind the fact that 
aerospace power is indivisible. 

“This is stated in our basic doctrine,” 
the CofS continued. “This basic doctrine 
hasn’t changed over the years. , . . We 
still have the same concept—the purpose 
of aerospace power is to deter attack 
against us and if we are attacked, to 
destroy the enemy’s means to wage war. 

“This requires aerospace offensive and 
defensive forces capable of defeating the 
aggressor’s offensive and defensive force. 
Only this kind of superior aerospace 
force can continue to be a credible 
deterrent against attack.” 

General LeMay told the Air Force As- 
sociation that the following actions are 
essential for national security. 

e“We must have timely modernization 
of our aerospace forces.” 

e “We must positively reaffirm our 
basic concepts.” 

e “We need to restate firmly that the 
United States Air Force is an entity 
whose elements all contribute to the 
aerospace power that is vital to our 
national defense.” 





Bills Boosting Per Diem To $16, With $30 For “Unusual” Travel, 


Moving separately to expedite action, 
both the Senate and House Armed Serv- 
ice Committees have reported out bills 
to increase per diem allowances for 
members of the Services from $12 to 
$16 a day. 

The bills also provide new authority 
whereby members of the Services under 
certain unusual circumstances may be 
reimbursed up to a maximum of $30 a 
day for actual expenses for “unusual” 
travel assignments within the conti- 
nental United States. 

Legislation to increase the Services’ 
per diem rates was requested of Con- 
gress by the Defense Department last 
April in a letter from Army Secretary 





Elvis J. Stahr, jr. At that time the DoD 
asked only for a per diem rate of $15 
and a maximum of $25 for “unusual” 
travel assignments. 

However, on 14 August the President 
approved an act increasing the rate for 
civilian employees to $16 and $30, re- 
spectively. Members of Congress felt 
that the military rate should be as high 
as the civilian rate and amended the 
bill accordingly. The Department of 
Defense, the Senate Committee re- 
ported, said that it had “no objection” 
to the higher rate “in view of the re- 
cent public law increasing the amounts 
for Federal civilian employees.” 


In requesting the authority to pay 
the higher rate for “unusual travel,” 





Secretary Stahr explained: 

“Situations sometimes arise where 
the military traveler is required to use 
more expensive accomodations than is 
usually the case. For example, where 
rooms are hard to obtain because of a 
large gathering in the city, or where 
temporary duty in a disaster area is 
required, or the locality has but one 
hotel, military personnel may be re- 
quired to use the only accommodations 
available and in these situations the 
government representative sometimes 
finds that the cost of the least expen- 
sive rooms exceeds the entire per diem. 
The 84th Congress amended the Travel 
and Expence Act of 1949 to provide 
authority similar to this proposal for

civilian employees of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Military personnel in similar 
circumstances are now required to bear 
this cost of official travel from personal 
funds.” 

Reimbursement for actual travel ex- 
penses would be governed by regula- 
tions of the Secretaries concerned. A 
maximum allowable amount of reim- 
bursement would be determined in ad- 
vance of the trip and would be set 
forth in the order directing the travel 
to be performed. The traveler would 
be reimbursed for his actual and neces- 
sary expenses not in excess of the maxi- 
mum stated in his travel orders. 

Early action on the bill in both 
Houses is expected. 
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Suicide Toll High In Services, 


Army Losses Are The Heaviest 


HE third leading cause of death among 

peacetime soldiers is suicide, according 
to a Veterans Administration report. 

This is confirmed by Service statistics, 
which show that suicide runs near the 
top of the causes for deaths among mili- 
tary people, often overshadowing heart 
disease and cancer. 

Far in front as causes of death are 
automobile and aircraft accidents, which 
claim up to half the deaths recorded by 
the Armed Forces in any year. 

Highest suicide rate is in the Army. 
There are approximately 15 suicides per 
100,000 Army personnel per year. The Air 
Force rate is 14 and the Navy and Marine 
Corps, 10. National rate is about 9.8 
per 100,000, 

In 1959, the latest year for which com- 
plete statistics are available, the Navy 


and Marine Corps recorded 97 suicides, | 
compared to 81 deaths from diseases of | 
the coronary arteries and 54 from cancer, | 
the second and third leading causes of | 


non-accidental death. During the same 
year, 244 Navy personnel died from air- 
craft accidents and 510 from auto acci- 
dents, The total number of Navy deaths 
in 1959 was 1,370. 

In the following year, incomplete Navy 
statistics indicate that heart disease took 
first place as the leading cause of non- 
accidental death in the Navy, although 
the 10 per 100,000 suicide rate remained 
constant, 

A spokesman for Air Force Surgeon 
General, Maj. Gen. Oliver K. Niess, said 
that the 14 per 100,000 suicide rate in the 
Air Force is “very trivial,” compared to 
deaths from automobile and aircraft acci- 
dents and circulatory disease. 


During 1958, the last year for which 


complete Army statistics are available, the 


Army recorded 130 deaths from suicide, | 


203 from heart disease, and 98 from can- 
cer.

‘MI or M14, Which Is Better? 


Marine Corps Unit Gives Report 


Is the M14 or the M1 the best rifle 
to use for expert marksmanship in the 
Marine Corps? 

The answer to this question has been 
sought at the Calvin A. Lloyd Rifle 
Range at the Marine Corps School, 
Quantico, Va.. A report from Quantico 
follows. 





INCE the M14 appeared en the scene | 
to retire the M1 from its long mili- | 
tary career, this question has interested | 
every Marine in the Corps, Although 
the truth may hurt, the answer does 
not rest with either of the above rifles. | 

The Marine, alone, is responsible for 
the accuracy he achieves and he can ac- 
complish this only as soon as he gets 
completely acquainted with a particular | 
weapon, whether it is an M14, M1 or 03. 

This is proven by the records at the | 
statistical office at the rifle range which 
go back for many years. Their files show 
that there really isn’t much change in 
the scores by using the new rifles. 

As an example, Companies “A” and 
“B” at Basic School, fired for record on 
18 Aug., with the new M-14 with the 
following scores: 70 experts, 116 sharp- 
shooters and 183 marksmen. 

Two earlier companies of officers from 
Basic School fired for record with the 
M1 on 23 June of this year with almost 
the same percentage. In their group, 
there were 47 experts, 113 were sharp- 
shooters and 213 were marksmen. 

If doubt still exists, concerning quali- 
fying with the new weapon, then ask 
2d Lt. R. D. Burns, jr., of “B’’ Co., Basic 
who fired with the last detail. 
He fired 237 on record day with a total | 
of 38 out of a possible 50 bullseyes. 

The above facts, along with the fact 
that the coaches for the last detail | 
only had three days to study the rifle | 
and fire it themselves before giving | 
instruction, further indicates that even | 
better scores can be reached with more | 
experience by all concerned. 


Lighter Bullet 

GySgt. Perry P..Moreau, Range NCO, 
claims that, “As compared to the Ml 
rifle, it comes very close and the only 
disadvantage noted so far seems to be 
the lighter bullet at the long range.” 

Actually the NATO bullet used by the 
M14 is about 20 grains lighter than the 
168 grain bullet commonly used with 
the M1. This causes it to be affected 
much more easily by wind and air cur- 
rents than the current bullet. 

However, innovations have been added 
to the new cartridge to remedy this 
condition, The M14 cartridge is tapered 





| clip is 


at the rear, similar to the “boat-tail” 
cartridge used in competition firing, to 
provide a smoother surface and guide 
it in a straighter path toward the target. 

The biggest advantage discovered thus 
far by the shooters from Basic School 
is that there is no functioning problem 
at all with this new weapon. Because 
the magazine can stand much more dust 
and grime than the M1 clip, and still 
fire adequately, the system seems almost 
foolproof and alibis are virtually non- 


| existent. 


Another change is the front sight 
blade. This is smaller and narrower on 
the M14 while the rear sight aperture 
remains the same size and the sight 
alignment is a little harder to control. 

Of interest to future shooters of the 
M14 is that the magazine doesn’t jump 
out of the rifle when empty as the Ml 
accustomed to do. When firing 
the new weapon for the first time, many 
shooters have been seen to reach for 
the second magazine before removing 
the first and, as a result, they end up 


| with two magazines in one hand at the 


same time. 

This confusing habit is so prevalent at 
the beginning that proper instruction 
is strongly emphasized at the school 
range before actual firing, A little prac- 


| tice before hand should save valuable 
seconds on record day. 


Three Basic Problems 
According to the range officials who 


| witnessed the first acid test of the M14 


last week, there are three basic prob- 
lems to correct before satisfactory scores 
can become constant. They are: inac- 
curacy at 500 yards, the majority of Ma- 
rines resist change, and shortage of ex- 


| perienced ordnance personnel. 


Range personnel state that, if a Marine 
can forget the M1 while firing the M14, 
as he would ordinarily do at the pistol 
range, he would be assisting his score 
tremendously. This seems to be the hard- 


; est problem of all for Marines to lick. 


Ordnance men, who are firmly in- 
doctrinated in every detail of the M14, 
are needed for each individual rifleman. 
If an M1 rifle fails to group the shots 
properly there are numerous ways to 
correct it but the ordnance men have 
only a limited knowledge of the new 
weapon at present and have to rely on 
only a few methods of improvement. 

Capt, Ralph D. Proctor, Executive Of- 
ficer of the Rifle Range, summed it up 
neatly when he said, “I believe we are 
only experiencing the very same diffi- 
culties that we had when the Marine 
Corps converted from the 03 to the M1 
and these will soon be forgotten.”

‘Ready To Get Ready’ Concept Dropped, 


ADC Chief Tells AFA

ERVISTS and National Guardsmen 

are no longer a “second team” for 

the Air Defense Command, but have been 

integrated as a vital part of its total Air 
Defense capability. 

This was told the annual meeting of 
the Air Force Association meeting here 
by Lt. Gen. Robert M. Lee, ADC Com- 
mander, Ent AFB, Colo. General Lee told 
the AFA that the ADC emphasis now is 
toward making the Reserve Forces “ready 
now,” instead of “ready to get ready.” 

General Lee gave the following outline 
of Reserve and Guard contributions to 
ADC’s day-to-day operations: 

“In the reservist category, we are pres- 
ently authorized in ADC just under 17,000 
spaces, the great majority of which are 
filled. Up until a short while ago all of 
these spaces were allotted to the com- 
mand in a bulk package, known as the 
wartime individual augmentation pro- 
gram. This program had some shortcom- 
ings, in that it placed many reservists 
in a position of having to prove them- 
selves operationally ready on an indi- 
vidual basis. This sometimes became dif- 
ficult when an individual was exposed to 
various instructions under different train- 
ing procedures. 

“We think that we now have the an- 
swer to some of these problems in the 
base support group system which we are 
in the process of establishing. Under this 
program, as you may know, reserve slots 
are grouped into a unit-manning docu- 
ment exactly similar to the UMD’s of ac- 
tive forces. This UMD is given (or au- 
thorized) to the active duty unit to which 
the reservists would be assigned in the 
event of recall. 

“We thus attain what might be called 
a side-by-side concept of training and 
operation. These base support groups 
have a commander and all of the usual 
staff specialties. The UMD for the groups 
is sufficiently flexible to permit variations 
in the size of the groups from 50 to 600

men, depending on needs of the active 
unit and availability of reservists. 


“Our first base support group has been 
established at Richards-Gebaur AFB. We 
will have a total of sixteen. 


“There will, of course, continue to be a 
requirement for individual assignees, so 
that our base support groups will not 
account for our total reserve authoriza- 
tion. But even these individual authori- 
zations will now be contained on UMD’s. 
This should do much to stabilize our re- 
serve force authorizations and to plan 
our reserve requirements over a much 
longer period of time. Hitherto, our au- 
thorizations were on a year-to-year basis, 
with periods of famine alternating with 
periods of plenty. 

“In the Air National Guard category, 
we have as of now 30 fighter squadrons 
with an air defense mission. During the 
next year, five of these units will change 
from an Air Defense mission to either 
a TAC or a MATS mission. The final 
programmed position of 25 fighter squad- 
rons and two AC&W squadrons is ex- 
pected to remain for an indefinite pe- 
riod. 

“Each of the 25 fighter squadrons and 
the two AC&W squadrons are presently 
performing a fulltime responsibility as 
part of the Air Defense system. On 1 July 
of this year, as I mentioned earlier, all 
of these 25 flying units went on 24-hour 
alert, with two aircraft and crews on five- 
minute and two aircraft and crews on 
one-hour backup. 

“This compares to a limited participa- 
tion of previous years of five squadrons 
on 24-hour and 15 squadrons on 14-hour 
or daylight alert. Nine crews are on ac- 
tive duty at each base each day with 
all crews participating for at least sev- 
eral days each month. As originally con- 
ceived, this alert program was intended 
only to provide realistic training. Now, it 
is an Air Defense Command requirement, 
not just a training expediency.”

SAC Plans Director Tells Possibility 


Of Manning “Continuous Space Alert” 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa. | and prior strikes, and the aircraft can be 
HE Director of Plans for the Strategic | 


Air Command says “it is not beyond 
the realm of possibility” that future de- 
fenses “may require manned spacecraft 
which would orbit the earth in a contin- 
uous space alert.” 

This was reported to the Air Force As- 
sociation convention here by Maj. Gen. 
Hewitt T. Wheless, who stressed that 
“space is merely a medium—not a weapon 
system.” He said that “as air supremacy 
means control of the battleground today, 
space may eventually equate to control 
of the world.” 

General Wheless, in his AFA presenta- 
tion, said that SAC is “pursuing aggres- 
sively” a development program for the 
B-70 bomber. He said that “manned bomb- 
er systems will continue to offer unique 
operational advantages.” 

The SAC Plans Director explained 

“We can launch the force on the basis 
of warning under positive control. We can 
obtain maximum flexibility in tactics, and 
we can deliver with discrimination a wide 
variety of weapons. We can seek out and 
destroy mobile or imprecisely located tar- 
gets. The crews can ascertain and report 
on the bomb damage caused by their own

General Wheless added: “I do not wish 
to imply that manned bombers by them- 
selves can necessarily maintain the stra- 
tegic deterrent margin for the future.

“As missiles are phased into the active 
inventory, it follows that they will re- 
place some of the bombers which are 
ready to be phased out. But it should be 
made clear that this cannot be done at a 
ratio of one for one, since one missile is 
not equivalent to one bomber with re- 
spect to strike capability. 

“An additional consideration that must 
be taken into account in comparing mis- 
sile and bomber quantities is the fact 
that missiles cannot be recycled and used 
for subsequent missions. Therefore, the 
challenge that faces us is to maintain the 
proper balance of manned and unmanned 
weapon systems which will provide for 
the future a deterrent posture as effec- 
tive as that maintained in the past.”

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Vought-Hiller-Ryan Team Wins 
All-Service VTOL Transport Competition 


HE Army, Navy and Air Force have agreed to a tri-service program for develop- 

ment and fabrication of an experimental tilt-wing VTOL transport aircraft. 
The Air Force will have management responsibility, and the contractor team of 
Vought-Hiller-Ryan has been selected. 

Each of the Services has contributed $7 million for FY 1961 and FY 1962, and 
will share the remainder of the costs, possibly over $70 million. This figure would 
cover the fabrication of five transport aircraft. 

In addition to taking off and landing vertically, the transports will cruise at 
250-300 knots and will have a radius of action of 200-300 nautical miles with up to 
8,000 pounds payload. 

Air Force management of the transport program was decided upon when 
technical evaluations indicated that meeting the Navy’s carrier compatibility 
requirement would be difficult. The three services agreed to proceed immediately 
with a prototype development which would meet the needs of the Air Force and 
Army, and have the capability of meeting the Navy’s requirements in the future. 
Navy requirements will continue to be recognized throughout the program. 

In addition to this program, the Services have under consideration a supple- 
mentary research program to evaluate more advanced concepts of VTOL aircraft 
based upon designs submitted. If one or more additional configurations is selected 
for further development, the total program amount may exceed $100 million. 











Marines Will Get More Lockheed Hercules 
For Refueling, Combat Transport Missions 


HE Marines are beefing up their assault airlift capabilities with purchase of 
more Lockheed GV-1 aerial refueling-combat transports under a $10.6 million 
contract. 

This long-range version of Lockheed’s famed Hercules “B” model has the 
dual mission of air-to-air refueling of Marine jet fighter and attack aircraft, plus 
rugged combat transport duties. Removal of a 3,600-gallon fuselage tank converts 
the refueler within several hours to the world’s largest and most versatile assault 
transport. 

First of the jet-prop Marine GV-1s went into service 15 March with the Third 
Marine Aircraft Wing, El Toro, Calif. Others are scheduled to join East Coast 
Marine units later this year. This means flying Leathernecks of both Pacific and 
Atlantic fleet Marine forces will have the ocean-spanning Hercules in service 
this year. 

The 67-ton propjet has a crew of five. Long-range transoceanic missions air- 
lifting Marine personnel and materiel can be launched across either the Atlantic 
or Pacific oceans. Offshore aerial refueling of jet aircraft for overseas deployment 
is an equally important mission of the six-miles-a-minute GV-1s, 

The four-engine transport, with its jet-powered propellers, despite its large 
size and long-range, can use grass or other primitive airstrips. Probe-and-drogue 
pods under the outer wings are used in the refueling operations. 

Ninety-two Marines can be airlifted. For medical evacuation, 74 litters and 
two attendants can be transported. GV-1s are powered by four Allison T-56-A-7 
turboprop engines and are equipped with Hamilton Standard hydromatic 4-bladed 
propellers.

ELL Helicopter Company, Fort Worth, has been awarded a $491,000 con- 

tract to perform experimental research on methods of obtaining increased 
productivity, range, and speed of helicopters.

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Congress Orders Another Study Of Plan 
To Move QM Food And Container Center 


The Army’s long-sought transfer of 
the Food and Container Institute from 
Chicago to Natick, Mass., where it would 
join the Quartermaster Research and 
Development Center, has again been 
postponed. 

The Military Construction Appropria- 
tion Bill carried $3,812,000 for construc- 
tion at Natick to accommodate the Food 
and Container Institute. The Illinois 
delegation in Congress, however, strong- 
ly opposes the transfer, so that when the 
House Appropriations 'Committee recom- 
mended the item it was struck out on 
the floor. 

Subsequently, the Senate Committee 
approved the funds and the Senate ac- 
quiesced. But the conferees couldn’t 
agree and the House again voted against 
the transfer. When the bill went back to 
to the Senate, that body stood by its 
original vote and sent it back to con- 
ference for the second time, 

The second conference report agreed 
to the proposed appropriation with a 
proviso that the Senate and House Ap- 
propriation Committee would have to 
consider the transfer again after the 
Defense Department has conducted a 
“fair and impartial” study. This second 
conference report has been approved by 
both houses, 





Representative Harry R. Sheppard 
(D-Calif) reported the new arrangement 
as follows: 


“The conferees have approved $3,812,- 
000 for the Quartermaster Research and 
Development Center, Natick, Mass., as 
proposed by the Senate with the under- 
standing that no part of these funds 
shall be obligated until specific approval 
has been obtained from the Committees 
on Appropriations of the House of Rep- 
resentatives and the Seriate. 

“Prior to requesting such approval, the 
Secretary of Defense is expected to con- 
duct a fair and impartial study of the 
proposed move of the Food and Contain- 
er Institute from Chicago, Ill, to the 
Quartermaster Research and Develop- 
ment Center, Natick, Mass.

Hughes Gets Navy Task 


A $125,000 Navy contract for investiga- 
tion of high frequency transistors and 
circuits has been awarded Hughes Air- 
craft Company’s Semiconductor Division, 
Newport Beach, Calif., by the Bureau of 
Ships. Dr. Earl L. Steele, Manager of 
the Division’s Development Laboratory, 
said the goal of the research program is 
to determine the feasibility of develop- 
ment of an amplifier, mixer or harmonic 
generator for operation at frequencies 
within the region of 4,000 to 10,000 mega- 
cycles, frequencies at which transistors 
have not yet operated.

“6. Involuntarily retained officers who 
are at transfer activities, pending re- 
lease from AD, or who are en route to 
CONUS for release from AD, will be re- 
tained at transfer activities and reported 
to TAG, ATTN: DCSPER (appropriate 
career branch) for assignment instruc- 
tions. 


VOLUNTARY RETIREMENTS OTHER 
THAN RA OFFICERS AND 
WARRANT OFFICERS 


“7. To further fulfill officer and war- 
rant officer requirements in increasing 
the strength of the Army, all requests 
for voluntary retirement to be effective 
on and after 1 November 1961, submitted 
by other than RA officers and warrant 
officers who have been retained beyond 
20 years, may be deferred when those 
requests are determined to be contrary 
to the best interests of the government. 
Included in this category are those per- 
sonnel enumerated in paragraph 10, AR 
635-130 and those possessing critical skills, 
or those assigned or pending assignment 
to key positions under current plans for 
expansion. 

“8. Requests for voluntary retirement 
will still be forwarded to Department 
of the Army for final determination. 
However, commanders processing such 
requests will, in addition to complying 
with paragraph 24, AR 635-130, indicate 
in forwarding indorsements the degree 
to which the individual is essential to 
their command. Those cases wherein un- 
due personal or family hardship is estab- 
lished should be appropriately docu- 
mented.” 
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CofS LeMay Calls For “Aerospace 


(THE JOURNAL publishes herewith the 
complete text of the important ad- 
dress delivered by General Curtis E. 
LeMay, Air Force CofS, to keynote 
the 15th annual meeting of the Air 
Force Association in Philadelphia on 
21 September. It is one of the most 
hard-hitting presentations made by an 
Air Force leader in recent years). 


AM very pleased to be here in Phil- 

adelphia for the 15th Anniversary 
Convention and Aerospace Panorama. 
I know I am among friends, and that 
makes my participation a special plea- 
sure. 

Each of us here recognizes the seri- 
ousness of the world situation. And we 
know that in these times no one can be 
a passive participant in national de- 
fense. That is why we are here. That 
is why this association was formed. 

Each year the association seems to 
do the impossible by having a larger 
and more interesting panorama. As a 
result of your efforts, the thousands 
of people who visit the exhibits and 
attend the meetings will come away 
with an increased understanding of 
aerospace power and greater faith in 
American technology. 

Many key topics will be discussed 
in the next few days. Out of the con- 
vention seminars, briefings, panels, and 
speeches will come a report to the na- 
tion that I feel sure will be reassuring. 
It will constitute a firm warning to 
those who threaten the peace of the 
world. 


Confident Of Strength 


Never before in our nation’s history 
have we as a people been more patient 
and more determined to stand together 
to meet aggression. Because this is true 
I have not chosen to discuss hardware 
nor review the status of our overall 
aerospace power. We are confident of 
our strength. The Free World walks 
softly, but firmly to meet any threat. 

Our present strength and its effect 
on world events confirms more than 
ever the necessity for strong defense 
forces, not only today, but in the fu- 
ture. This is a continuing situation and 
a problem I intend to touch upon this 
afternoon. 


High Priority Problem 


But there is another problem that I 
want to discuss first. It is a matter of 
high priority. It is a problem I feel 
the Air Force Association can work 
with us to solve. I say this because 
you are part of the Air Force family— 
a strong and vital part—and your as- 
sistance is both welcome and needed. 

This problem is a matter of great 
concern to me—aerospace unity—be- 
cause the strength of our aerospace 
power comes through unity of purpose 
and organization. 

A very’ knowledgeable reporter 
stated to me recently that. in the early 
1950’s he felt he knew what the Air 
Force stood for, but today he doesn’t. 
His statement puzzled me. It also 
alarmed me because understanding our 
doctrine and concepts is basic and im- 
portant to our existence. 


Elements Of Deterrence 


Deterrence of aggression is com- 
posed of three basic elements—forces 
in being, public understanding of this 
force, and national determination to 
use the force if necessary. These are 
the three elements that make our force 
credible to our friends and to our ene- 
mies. If any of them is missing, cred- 
ibility suffers proportionately. 

Without understanding I don’t think 
we can have the necessary degree of 
determination. And, of course, credi- 
bility is nil without these two ele- 
ments. Now if this reporter, who has 
been close to aerospace power for 


many years, is not clear in his own 
mind as to just exactly where we 
stand today, it only seems reasonable 
that less informed people may be even 
more confused. 

ITs the public confused? If it is, how 
has it happened. 


Differences Of Opinion 


Admittedly, the Air Force has al- 
ways had a variety of thinking within 
its own ranks. This is to be expected 
in a dynamic environment. We have 
been directly affected by revolution- 
ary technology. New developments 
have brought changes in emphasis in 
our defense posture. 

Other factors also enter the picture 
—changing national strategy—and of 
course—the budget. Within the Air 
Force we have had, in addition to dif- 
ferences of opinion between missile 
and bomber people, the strategic, tac- 
tical and air defense concepts. Then 
on the other hand there are the gen- 
eral war and limited war schools of 
thought and philosophical divisions on 
types of deterrence. Add to this some 
additional uncertainty about our con- 
ventional war role and capability. 

Possibly this variety of views is why 
the sharply defined picture that we 
presented in the early 1950’s has be- 
come fuzzy to some people. 

Yet our basic concept has remained 
firm through the years—national se- 
curity requires that we build, main- 
tain and modernize our aerospace 
power, and that we emphasize forces 
that can survive an attack and react 
with war waging and war winning 
capabilities. Today for the first time 
in history, we can be directly attacked 
by strong aerospace forces. Therefore, 
the Air Force believes the greatest 
danger to our national survival is the 
direct threat against the United States 
itself. By preparing for this threat we 
believe that our strength deters lesser 
conflicts for ourselves and our Allies. 


Serious Situation 


But if there is some confusion today 
as to how we stand, we do indeed have 
a serious situation. If we do nothing 
more at this convention than to clari- 
fy our position, I think it will be of 
great benefit to the public and to the 
Air Force. 

I think we have been consistent in 
our concepts since the formation of 
the GHQ Air Force in 1985. Our basic 
doctrine has remained generally un- 
changed since that time. General 
Frank M. Andrews, the first command- 
er of the GHQ Air Force, was out- 
spoken on the subject of airpower. It 
was at this time that our new concept 
of air warfare was gaining attention. 
General Andrews held that national 
security could best be attained by 
building offensive rather than defen- 
sive capabilities. 


History Gives Insight 


History, of course, has proven the 
validity of the concept. World War II 
and Korea were dramatic examples 
of the decisiveness of airpower. Possi- 
bly by retracing history from the mid- 
dle Thirties, we can gain an insight 
into the cause of public confusion 
about our present doctrine. 

Until the formation of the GHQ 
Air Force, our air units were not in 
a cohesive organizational structure. 
This new command consisted of three 
wings in the ZI. Each wing was com- 
posed of all elements of airpower— 
bombardment, pursuit, attack, and re- 
connaissance. We were small, usually 
situated on the same base, and we 
worked together. We came to know 
each other and we understood and ap- 
preciated the contributions each made 
to total airpower. 

In those days we identified ourselves

with the Air Corps. We had unit loyal- 
ty, but we were “Air Corps.” 

World War II brought tremendous 
growth. Wings became commands and 
then grew to be numbered air forces. 
Individuals became specialized and to 
a degree lost their understanding and 
appreciation of the contributions of 
the other complementary elements of 
airpower. For example, it soon became 
common to hear airmen refer to them- 
selves first as “Eighth Air Force,” sec- 
ondly as “Air Corps.” Each of the num- 
bered air forces, you remember, had 
distinctive shoulder patch. When we 
became a separate service, we adopted 
a new uniform and received many 
protests against the prohibition of 
shoulder patches. However, we found 
that we accrued a dividend in our de- 
termination to have an uncluttered 
uniform. It was impossible to tell—vis- 
ually—whether an airman or officer 
was in SAC... TAC... ‘ADC 
or the other commands. 

This condition exists today. 

Visually, there is no difference in 
the blue suits. 

But once he begins talking, the in- 
dividual more often than not will 
auickly inform his listener that he is 
in a specific command. 


Command Identification 


And sometimes an indivdual inherits 
this command identification without 
any great effort on his own part. I 
think I can be considered a prime ex- 
ample of this. Because of my service 
in the Strategic Air Command, a lot 
of people think I am only interested 
in big bombers and have little faith 
in or use for missiles, tactical air- 
power, air defense, and the many other 
essential elements that go to make up 
total aerospace power. This most em- 
phatically is not true. 

I seek weapon systems that I think 
can do the best job and afford the na- 
tion the most protection. I am a mili- 
tary conservative in that I believe we 
shouldn’t discard a proven, reliable 
weapon system or concept unless we 
have something that is able to replace 
it and do a better job. In short, I be- 
lieve in having protection along with 
progress. 

Identification with a command is not 
confined solely to the people now in 
service. The same tendency is appar- 
ent among former Air Force men and 
other people in civilian life who are 
earnest supporters of aerospace power. 

As you recall, when we became a 
separate service, we organized into 
commands so we could manage our re- 
sources more effectively. We did not 
consider, however, that the functions 
of the different commands were separ- 
ate and autonomous. They were all 
part of the Air Force and mutually 
supporting. We in effect gained our in- 
dependence through public understand- 
ing and conviction that all elements 
contributed to the entire broad spect- 
rum of aerospace power. 


False Impression 


During our growing stages there 
was strong emphasis on command 
identification, To a point this was and 
is needed and desirable. But is must 
not go to the point where it contri- 
butes to an impression that the United 
States Air Force is a conglomeration 
of forces, that each type of aerospace 
power is separate from the other and 
incapable of action outside a specified 
role. This gives the impression of inflexi- 
bility and nothing could be farther 
from the truth. 

Aerospace power offers the ultimate 
in flexibility. 

The ability to use it for different 
purposes and to concentrate it swiftly 
for a primary purpose, if need be, is 
one of its greatest assets. 


Now, if we in our natural enthusi- 
asm have contributed to a cloudy pic- 
ture, it is time we take some swift 
and positive action to correct this im- 
pression. Since deterrence is credible 
only if there is understanding and de- 
termination, this calls for even greater 
unity on our part as we advance into 
the future. 

Today, the Air Force is specialized. 
Many of our people have to specialize 
in one field due to the growing com- 
plexity of weapon systems. As a result, 
they often remain in one command for 
most of their careers and do not get 
the broad background that was re- 
ceived several decades ago. This trend 
will become more pronounced in the 
future. I do not advocate a return to 
the so-called good-old-days, I merely 
point out that technology has tended 
to multiply the number of parts in 
our Air Force. 


Unity Of Mission 


Our problem then, as we _ reach 
higher and farther, is to maintain our 
unity of mission and unity as an or- 
ganization as we approach operational 
tasks in space. We must keep firmly 
in mind the fact that aerospace power 
is indivisible. This is stated in our 
basic doctrine. This basic doctrine 
hasn’t changed over the years. Not be- 
cause our doctrine has become dogma. 
But because this principle has stood 
the test of time and experience. 

And we still have the same concept 
—the purpose of areospace power is 
to deter attack against us and if we 
are attacked, to destroy the enemy’s 
means to wage war. 

This requires aerospace offensive 
and defensive forces capable of defeat- 
ing the aggressor’s offensive and de- 
fensive force. Only this kind of su- 
perior aerospace force can continue to 
be a credible deterrent against attack. 


Flexible And Diversified Power 

This force should consist of both 
manned and unmanned weapon sys- 
tems to give flexible and diversified 
power. Parallel development and pro- 
curement of manned and unmanned 
systems is therefore mandatory as we 
update the forces in line with techno- 
logical developments. 

Today, at this moment, the regular 
establishment—your United States Air 
Force—and your Air Force Reserve 
and Air National Guard units are at 
an all-time peak of combat readiness. 

Through common purpose, mutual 
understanding, and respect we are cap- 
able and ready. 


Three “Musts’’ 


In closing, I believe we should do 
these things to insure that the Air 
Force remains an effective instrument 
of national security: 

e First, we must have timely mod- 
ernization of our aerospace forces. 
And we must act with vision and dar- 
ing to exploit technology so as to 
achieve distinct strategic advantages. 


e Secondly, we must positively re- 
affirm our basic concepts. To be a 
credible deterrent, aerospace power 
must consist of flexible and diversified 
forces that have a war-waging and 
war-winning capability. 


e And third, we need to restate 
firmly that the United States Air Force 
is an entity whose elements all contri- 
bute to the aerospace power that is 
vital for our defense. 

Not far from-this very spot in 1776 
our. infant nation made its declaration 
of independence. I ask that here at 
this convention we make a declaration 
of unity so that we may best serve for 
the common good of our nation,
